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HEALTH   EDUCATION 


A  war,  glolDal  in  its  scope,  fought  on  land  and 
sea,  in  the  air  and  under  water,  in  arctic  cold 
and  torrid  heat,  makes  a  sound  knowledge  of  hy- 
giene and  sanitation  essential  and  demands  a 
revaluation,  reorientation,  and  redirection  of 
their  instruction*  Personal  hygiene  must  receive 
increased  emphasis,  and  the  influence  of  markedly 
diverse  environment  upon  its  application  must  be 
given  proper  consideration.   Such  training  in  war- 
time is  good  for  the  student  himself,  hotter  fits 
him  to  assume  the  responsibility  of  a  command  and 
to  safeguard  his  men  in  subzero  weather  or  tropical 
jungles.   It  provides  him  in  days  of  peace  with  the 
information  necessary  to  protect  himself  and  his 
family,  to  function  most  efficiently  in  his  job» 
and  to  participate  intelligently  in  movements  for 
the  welfare  of  his  community.

TO  THE  PRESIDEFT  OF  THE  UlTIVERSITY 
SIH: 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  herewith  the  twenty-eighth 
annual  report  of  the  activities  of  the  University  Health  Service 
covering  the  period  of  July  1,  19^3i  to  June  30,  IS'^^. 

The  year  has  "been  the  most  active  and  most  trying  ex- 
perienced "by  the  Health  Service  since  its  inauguration  in  I916, 
Its  greatly  reduced  personnel  liecauso  of  memhers  of  its  staff  en- 
tering military  service  and  its  facilities  v;ere  over- taxed  and  over- 
"bxirdened  in  providing  medical  care  for  A.S.T.P.  and  S.T.A.R.  train- 
ees in  addition  to  giving  service  to  University  employees  and  stu- 
dents and  carrying  on  the  routine  duties  assigned  it. 

The  Department  was  handicapped  hecause  its  Medical  person- 
nel had  "been  reduced  by  more  than  ^Ofo  and  more  than  half  of  it  was 
over  57  years  of  ago.  The  "building  could  not  house,  even  temporari- 
ly, the  lirge  numher  of  sick  soldiers  who  had  to  wait  their  turn  to 
see  a  doctor,  Ho  previous  experience  so  well  demonstrated  the  incon- 
venience, inefficiency  and  inadequacy  of  a.  dwelling  to  serve  as  a 
dis-oensary  for  large  numhers  of  ill  and  injured.   In  the  midst  of  the 
congestion,  the  University  recognized  our  difficulty  and  made  some 
alterations  in  the  "building  which  alleviated  somewhat  the  serious 
over-crowding. 

Army  trainees  officially  began  receiving  medical  service 
in  April  of  19^3  "^^^  the  numbers  doing  so  were  of  little  conse- 
quence and  they  were  cared  for  easily.  By  July  first  of  the  same 
year  the  number  of  trainees  stationed  on  the  campus  markedly  in- 
creased, as  did  the  number  of  calls  thej'  made  at  the  Health  Service 
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station.  By  August,  the  facilities  of  the  Health  Service  were 
overwhelmed  pnd  service  to  soldiers  had  to  he  given  priority  over 
students  and  employees.  This  was  necessr-ry  if  the  University  •'.■/cro 
to  receive  further  consideration  in  the  assignment  of  Army  train- 
ees. 

The  numher  of  visits  mcade  to  the  Health  Service  "by  Army 
trainees  was  52,317;  29,31^  for  sick  call  and  23,003  for  monthly 
physical  inspection  and  that  previous  to  "being  "shipped  out",

III,  Foodhandlers 

During  the  year  506  foodhandlers  were  examined  to  deter- 
mine their  physical  fitness  and  disease  carrier  status. 

IV.  Chauffeur  Examinations 

A  total  of  193   individuals  requeelsod   tests   for   chauffeurs 
before  driving  University  automobiles.      Of   these,    l6^-  were   consid- 
ered lohysicAlly  able    to  drive  vathout    involving  unusual   risks   to 
themselves  and   the  public;    29  were   found   to   have   handicaps  which

made  them  an  increased  liability  in  operating  a  car.   During  the  year, 
k   students  requesting  motor  vehicle  permits  were  examined;  3  were 
found  to  be  normal  and  one  had  a  defect  which  made  driving  more 
hazardous  than  ordinarily,  fortunately,  most  of  these  alonormalities 
were  associated  with  vision  and  were  correcti"ble  "by  the  use  of  glasses, 
Y,  Applicants  for  Marriage  Certificates 

Pre-marital  examinations  have  "been  availalDle  to  students 
since  the  enactment  of  the  Saltiel  Law,  Turing  tha  year,  62  of  them 
received  the  henefit  of  this  service, 
TI,  LaTjoratory  Service 

In  caring  for  students  and  employees,  6,S92  la"boratory 
tests  were  made;  ^,515  a-t  the  Health  Service  Station,  as  shown  in 
Tatle  II,  and  2,377  "by  the  State  Branch  Laboratory  at  505  South 
Tifth  Street,  Champaign,  Illinois  (see  page  12).

>/hen  new  students  take  their  physical  examinations,  a  Torief 
summary  of  the  alDnormal  findings,  if  any,  is  mad©  on  their  cards, 
SuTDsequently,  they  are  recalled  for  conferences  concerning  the  defects 
discovered,  and  are  given  advice  regarding  such  correction  or  alleviation 
as  may  "be  possihle.   This  latter  phase  of  "follow  up"  was  greatly 
restricted  during  the  year  "because  of  the  large  numher  of  military  trainees 


who  had  "been  given   sick   call. 

II.  Alljuininuria 

A  total  cf  67  new  students  examined  on  matricalation  In 
I5I4.3-I5I4.U  vrere  found  to  have  albuminuria.   Repeated  examinations 
showed  the  condition  to  he  transient  in  every  case. 

III.  -Heart  Disease 

Of   the   2,972   students   examined,    22  were   found   to  have 
cardiac   ahnormalities.      These  have  heen  kept    under   ohservat ion, 
have  "been  repeatedly   examined,    and  have  been   excused  from  physical 
education  v/here   the   condition  was  marked  or  assigned  to  a  program 
of   adapted  exercise  which  will  protect    them  against   undue   strain. 

IV.  Tuherculosis 

luring  the  year  I7  students  have  requested  tuherculin 
tests,  of  vfhich  3  proved  to  he  positive  and  1^  negative.   The  per- 
centage of  positive  reactors  is  ahout  what  should  he  expected  in  a 
group  of  the  age,  environmental  hackground,  and  composition  of 
Illinois  students.   T  hose  who  reacted  positively  have  heen  urged  to 
have  roentgenograms  of  their  chests  to  estahlish,  as  far  as  possible, 
the  extent  of  their  infection  and  to  have  a  record  for  comparison 
with  future  skiagrams. 

A  detailed  history,  a  thorough  physical  examination, 
and  a  "follow-dp"  of  suspicious  cases  are  usef'ul  procedures  "but  are 
not  enough  to  discover  active  tuherculosis  in  its  minimal  stage.   Only 
the  wide  use  of  the  tuberculin  test  and  X-ray  of  positive  reactors 
can  those  with  active  tuberculosis  in  its  incipiency  be  found  in  the 
student  body,  the  greatest  protection  given  the  University  -copulation, 
and  the  best  opportunity  afforded  to  treat  the  disease  when  its 
"arrest"  is  most  likely. 


V.   Mental  Hygiene 

In  addition  to  p  regular  physical  examination,  each  student 
fills  out  a  questionnaire  which  ;ives  an  insight  into  his  health,  men- 
tal state,  ha'bits,  and  livinn;  conditions.   It  supplements  his  medical 
record  and  physical  examination,  and  is  a.n  important  factor  in  deter- 
mining his  emotional  development,  attitude,  and  adjustment. 

Students  found  to  have  difficulty  in  adapting  themselves  to 
the  demands  of  the  University  environment  are  seen  periodically,  and 
every  effort  is  made  to  give  them  all  possible  assistance  in  adjusting 
themselves  to  their  surroundings.   They  are  encouraged  to  enter  into 
forms  of  extra-curricular  activity  which  v/ill  help  them  "both  to  find 
themselves  and  to  achieve  satisfaction  in  their  college  life,

I.    Military  Scie:iCe  and  Physical  3duca.tion 

(a)  Permanent  Olassif icat ion;   During  the  ;^ear  it  'iras 
necessary  to  assign  55^  Ji^en  and  32  ^-^omen  to  individual  gymnastics 
for  special  training.   Because  of  marked  ph^^'sical  abnormalities  or 
organic  disease,  71  students  '/ere  classified  as  ujiable  to  take 
either  regudar  physical  education  or  military. 

There  'vere  5  students  loermanently  excused  from  militai-y 


"because  of  failure  to  meet  the  minimuin  physical  standards  of  the 
Army . 

(Id)  Temporary  Sxcuses:   During  the  year  251  men  and  women 
students  were  igiven  temporary  deferment  froru  military,  physical 
education,  or  both;  27  men  from  military  only;  S5  men  and  139 
women  from  physical  education  only.   "hey  had  undergone  recent 
operations,  or  had  lost  so  much  tine  on  account  of  illness  that 
they  could  not  satisfactorily  complete  the  vrork  for  the  semester. 

Students  stiffering  from  certain  forms  of  dermatitis, 
sinusitis,  infection  of  the  middle  ear,  or  perforation  of  the  ear 
drum  were  transferred  from  swimming  to  forms  of  exercise  less  likeljr 
to  aggravate  their  condition.   A  total  of  11  recommendations  were 
made  to  change  students  from  one  type  of  physical  education 
to  another  or  for  modification  of  the  exercise  they  were  talcing. 

HTSTRUCTIOIT  III  HTGIEIIE 

Compilation  of  the  results  of  jSb   questionnaires  filled 
out  "by  freshmen  registered  in  Hygiene  1,  2,  and  5  revealed  that 
only  22  teachers  in  hygiene  in  high  schools  attended  by  those 
students,  gave  full-time  instruction  in  health  education.   The 
greater  percentage  taught  the  subject  as  a  "side  line".   The  State 
of  Illinois  is  still  far  behind  in  having  its  teaching  of  hygiene 
and  sanitation  of  a  quality  comparable  to  their  importance  to  the 
individual,  to  his  community,  and  to  the  State. 

The  survey  (see  Appendix  H)  reveals,  furthermore,  that 
students  who  do  not  attend  college  do  not  receive  sufficient  train- 
ing in  high  schools  in  personal  health,  nutrition,  sanitation,  the 
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control  of  comciunica"ble  disease,  and  healthful  living  to  meet  in- 
telligently the  demands  of  our  highly  coaplex  society.   The  serious- 
ness of  this  situation  "becomes  apparent  when  we  recall  that  25^  of 
18  year  old  men  are  rejeci.ed  for  general  military  service.  Ahout  J>0)'o 
of  those  graduating  high  school  attend  institutions  of  higher  learning, 
and  that  science  can  only  he  applied  to  the  general  v-;elfare  in  a 
democracy  hy  support  of  the  people-   This  educational  deficiency  assumes 
the  aspects  of  a  menace  in  a  chaotic  v/orld  of  rapid  transportation, 
shifting  troops,  campaigns  in  the  tropics,  and  v/orld-wide  travel. 

I.  Proficiency  Examination 

A  total  of  37  stu.dents  passed  the  proficiency  test  in 
hygiene  and  received  credit  in  the  suhject.   Their  distrihut ion  "by 
colleges  is  given  in  Tahle  U.

II.  Elementary  Hygiene  1 

To  cooperate  v/ith  the  G-eneral  Division  of  the  College  of 
Liheral  Arts  and  Sciences  in  the  formation  of  its  special  curriculum 
for  selected  freshmen,  the  regular  course.  Hygiene  2  and  5,  meeting 
twice  a  week  for  one  semester  with  two  hours'  credit  has  been  split 
into  a  two-semester  coiirse  meeting  once  a  week  for  an  hour's  credit 
each  semester.  This  course  extended  over  a  full  year  and  was  given 
to  98  students  the  first  semester  and  97  "the  second  semester. 
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This  arrarife'ement  seemed  necessary  to  help  the  College  of 
Li"beral  Arts  and  Sciences  in  its  experimental  profiran  Tout  it  is 
distinctly  not  in  the  interest  of  "better  instruction  of  freshmen  in 
hygiene  and  sanitation.   Vith  the  course  meetin^;^'  only  once  a  week, 
continuity  is  exceedingly  difficult  "because,  ''dth  the  intervention  of 
holidays,  the  class  may  meet  "but  once  in  tv/o  weeks,  or  even  three 
v;eeks.   Courses  conducted  on  this  plan  lose  prestige,  are  likely  to 
prove  uninteresting  to  the  student  and  discouraging  to  the  teacher 
"because  of  the  necessity  of  so  condensing  the  su"bject  matter  in  order 
to  complete  each  topic  at  a  session  that  inadequate  instruction  occurs 
in  a  num"ber  of  instances.   This  is  particularly  unfortunate  in  a 
course  like  Hygiene  and  Sanitation,  v;hich  is  not  only  essential  in 
normal  times,  "but  may  prove  life-saving  to  students  who  in  a  few  months 
may  find  themselves  serving  in  the  Army  in  tropical  cf   su"b-tropical 
climates. 
III.  Hygiene  2_  and  _5»  Slementary  Hygiene  and  Sanitation 

In  the  first  semester,  elementary  Hygiene  and  Sanitation  was 
taught  to  876  students,  of  which  3^3  were  men  and  ^93  women;  in  the 
second  semester,  267  men  and  U67  women  were  enrolled  in  it.   The  total 
registration  'for  "both  semesters  in  elementary  Hygiene  and  Sanitation 
was  1,610.   There  were  5  sections  the  first  semester  and  5  the  second 
for  men,  and  8  the  first  and  S  the  second  for  women, 
rv.   HYGIE1T5  6,  First  Aid 

An  elective  course  in  First  Aid  was  offered  to  v/omen  students 
during  the  year.   There  v/ere  3^  students  enrolled  in  this  course. 
Y.   Hygiene  S,  Training  for  ITurses '  Aides 

Another  war-time  course.  Nurses'  Aide,  was  given  during  the 
year.   The  course  v;as  open  to  women^  and  had  an  enrollment  of  U3  students, 
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VI .   Hygiene  l6 


A  ne^ri   course  v;hicli  \ifas  offered  for  the  first  time  to 
students  v/ho  v;ere  enrollecl.  in  Occupational  Thjrapy  had  an  enrollment 
of  30. 
VII.  Hygiene  X3,  Extension  Course 

In  cooperation  vrith  the  Director  of  the  University  Extension 
Service,  a  correspondence  course  in  hygiene  has  "been  offered,  v/hich  had 
a  registration  of  16  students.   The  quality  of  the  v/ork  presented  l)y 
those  taking  it  v;as  most  satisfactory.   This  training  should  "better 
prepare  them  to  protect  themselves  and  their  families  and  to  function 
more  intelligently  as  citizens  in'terested  in  improving  living  condi- 
tions in  their  community. 

SAITITATIOIT 
Immediate  attention  has  been  given  to  reports  which  have 
"been  received  concerning  the  conditions  of  the  swimming  pools  and 
water  supply.   Ho  colon  "bacilli  were  reported  found  during  the  year. 
The  pools  and  drinking  water  of  the  "University  have  "been  well  super- 
vised hy  ar  a"ble  and  conscientious  Sanitary  Engineer. 

FIRST  AID 
A  total  of  172  first-aid  ca"binets  are  being  maintained  in 
the  various  "buildings  on  the  campus.   They  are  much  used  and  are  visited 
Weekly  or  twice  weekly,  depending  upon  their  location  and  use,  to  re- 
place supplies  as  needed. 

SPECIAL  SERVICE  AT  UlTIVERSITY  EVEITTS 
It  has  been  customary  for  a  mjimber  of  years  for  members  of 
the  Health  Service  staff  upon  request,  to  attend  certain  "University 
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f\mctions  in  order  to  render  emergency  medical  treatment,  if  necessary. 
This  service  is  ^-iven  at  the  Electrical  Sn^^ineering  Show,  the  Physical 
Education  Tournaments,  I'arm  and  Home  Week  Programs,  Commencement 
Exercises,  and  certain  sport  events. 

In  cooperation  v'ith  other  departments,  the  offices  of  the 
Health  Service  v;ere  also  made  availa'ole  in  emergencies  to  guests  of  the 
University.   Its  facilities  vere  offered  to  those  attending  Parm  and 
Home  Week,  U-H  CIuTd  Conventions,  and  short  courses  given  ty  the 
University. 

STATS  LABORATORY  SERVICE 
As  a  part  of  the  routine  v;ork  of  the  Health  Service,  various 
la"boratory  services  vrere  given  students  and  fjivil  Service  employees. 
In  many  instances  these  tests  were  essential  either  in  making  effective 
the  regulations  of  the  University  concerning  foodlxandlers  or  in  diag- 
nosing and  controlling  communicaDle  disease.   The  "bacteriological  tests 
recorded  herev/ith  were  made  "by  the  Branca  La"boratory  of  the  State  De- 
partment of  Health  on  specimens  sulDmitted  l^y  mem'oers  of  the  medical 
staff  jf  the  Health  Service.   It  is  a  pleasure  to  acknowledge  our 
inde'itedness  to  it.

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RSQPSSTS  FOa  lUTOWiATIOU 
A  total  of  155  citizens  of  the  State  have  requested  in- 
fcrmatiori  on  various  aspects  of  public  health.   Requests  were  also 
received  for  reprints  of  articles  "by  memters  of  the  department  and 
for  copies  of  forms  used  ty   the  Health  Service.   (Questionnaires  from 
numerous  soiirces  have  "been  many,  varied,  and  often  quite  comprehensive. 
This  form  of  survey  seems  to  te  increasing  in  popularitj^  and  in  the 
demands  it  makes  upon  the  time  of  those  requested  to  fill  them  out. 

THE  G31TERAL  PRACTITIONER  AUD  THE  HEALTH  SERVICE 
The  Medical  staff  of  the  Health  Service  had  had  the  most 
helpful  cooperation  of  local  and  family  physicians  in  caring  for  students, 
X   total  of  159  letters  have  "been  received  concerning  the  physical  condi- 
tions of  students  who  are  or  have  teen  patients  of  these  doctors. 

HOSPITALIZATION 

The  numher  of  students  admitted  to  local  hospitals  during 
the  academic  year  was  2,176.   Of  this  numlDer,  2,0^1  were  sent  to  the 
hospital  iDy  local  doctors,  and  135  went  directly  from  the  Health  Service 
Station.   The  135  ^'^o  were  sent  to  the  hospitals  from  the  Health  Service 
Station  chose  52  different  doctors  to  attend  them. 

Sickness  insurance  was  availal^le  to  students  during  19^3~19'+^ 
to  cover  both  medical  and  hospital  care-   The  plan,  as  usual,  was  a'bly 
ptLomoted  "by  the  office  of  the  Dean  of  Men.
